Aiken said, however, that the 


troops would not actually leave 
Vietnam until about February 
1970. 


Some 60,000 troops have been 


included in troop withdrawals 
announced by Nixon so far. 


He said in June he hopes to 


match former Secretary of De- 
fense Clark M. Clifford's call 
for withdrawal of 100,000 troops 
this year. 


Senate Democratic 
Leader 


Mike Mansfield said earlier he 
thinks Nixon is trying to end the 
war but "it just hasn't worked 
out as he had hoped." 


The Montana Democrat sug- 


gested the United States call for 
a stand-still cease-fire, under 
which American troops would 
fire only if attacked and at the 
same time work for a coalition 
government in Vietnam. 


Mansfield's statement in an 


interview came as Democrats 
were in the midst of another 
round of sharp attacks on the 
Nixon war policy.

three years, $3.5 billion will 
come to life next Jan. 1. Plans 
are for $3 billion to be distribut-

coins are not uncommon. Re- 
production of gold coins is 
practiced both in the United 
States and abroad, The gold 
coin market is good and, in 
their eagerness to acquire 
gold pieces at so-called bar- 
gain prices, some buyers are 
being taken down the pro- 
verbial garden path. 


Your 1867 eagle could be 


gold and still be unlawful, 
since it is not unusual to see 
pieces of extreme numis- 
matic value cast or die- 
struck in pure gold rather 
than an alloy.

ence is the color, check the 
reverse for a mint letter. If

through a natural luster. In 
time, handling and exposure 
to air could equalize this dif- 
ference but I strongly advise 
against allowing this to hap- 
pen. 


If this observation fails to 


c o n v i n c e you, study the 
edges of the letters and nu- 
merals, and the valleys be- 
tween the reedings. If a coin 
is a cast product, there will 
be indications of tiny surface 
irregularities — bumps and 
pits—close to the letters and 
inside the openings of the 0, 
A, U or S. The valleys will 
disclose a parting line or 
flashing not present on an 
authorized coin. 


You can weigh the coin but 


weight alone is inconclusive. 
C o u n t e r f e i t s have been 
known to contain alloys pro- 
portionate to the true weight. 


Specific g r a v i t y sounds 


more confusing than it really 
is. Actually, it only involves 
weighing the coin to deter- 
mine its air weight, then 
suspending the coin on a 
thread in a container of dis- 
tilled water at four degrees 
Centigrade to find its weight 
in water. S u b t r a c t wet 
weight from dry weight to 
find the weight of displaced 
water and divide dry weight 
by weight of displaced water 
to determine specific gravity 
quotient. 


The official specific grav- 


ity quotient for your 1867 
gold eagle is 17.2. A toler- 
ance of .5 plus or minus is 
acceptable and if you get 
this figure your piece is un- 
doubtedly genuine. However, 
I would suggest one further 
step to be sure. If you mail 
your coin to the U.S. Secret 
Service, Treasury D e p a r t - 
ment, Washington, D.C., it 
will receive the attention of 
the experts and, if it is au- 
thentic, it will be returned 
with a statement to that ef- 
fect. If it is not genuine, you 
will receive a receipt for the 
coin and it will remain in 
their custody.

There is a certain type of 


play that occurs regularly in 
columns and books and we 
have even seen it in actual 
games on maybe two occa- 
sions. The play has no name 
but it might be called "The 
Unnecessary Finesse." 


Solomon and Wilson have 


included it in their book. 


North is certainly entitled 


to go past game after his 
partner jumps to four spades 
and he chooses the five-club 
cue bid. South shows his dia- 
mond ace and North settles 
for the small slam. If South 
held one more club and one 
less d i a m o n d , the slam 
would be a cinch. With the 
actual holdings, there is no 
real play for it but South 
finds a line of play to give 
him a chance. 


He wins the heart in dum- 


my and ruffs another heart. 
Then he cashes his ace of 
spades, leads a spade to 
dummy's king and ruffs an- 
other heart. This leaves only 
one heart out against him 
and one more lead from 
d u m m y will give him a 
chance to establish dummy's 
fifth heart for a discard of 
one of his diamonds. 
He 


needs this discard, because, 
otherwise, he will have to 
.lose two. diamond tricks. 
*. He needs to get to dunimy 
twice to accomplish this. The 
ace of clubs is one entry. 
Where can he find another 
one? 


Maybe the jack of clubs 


will do. He leads the nine of 
clubs and plays dummy's 
jack. If the unusual finesse 
works, he makes his slam. 
If East produces the queen, 
he will be down two instead 
of one! 


It does work but, if West 


were really alert, he could 
have foiled declarer's plan 
by playing his queen on the 
nine. We wonder if anyone 
ever made that sort of a de- 
fensive play at the table!

Dishrags Spread Bacteria 
From Utensil to Utensil

Many handbooks and leaf- 


lets have given advice on 
kitchen sanitation. Although 
they are beamed at restau- 
rants, much of what they 
have to say applies to your 
home kitchen as well but few 
housewives have read them. 
One thing all the books agree 
on is the ease with which the 
dishr^g and .dish towel can 
spread bacteria from one 
utensil to another. Dishrags 
have been found to contain 
more bacteria per square 
inch than the towels. The 
wetter they are, the higher 
the bacteria count. Most of 
these bacteria are harmless 
but staphylococci, 
strepto- 


cocci, tubercle bacilli and 
others can be transmitted by 
contaminated cloths.

those germs not affected by 
this drug. 


Q—My 
husband has 
a 


brain infection due to the 
Cryptococcus. Is there any 
cure for this? He is taking 
amphotericin B. Is this the 
best drug? 


A—The Cryptococcus is a 


fungus that may affect the 
skin, lungs or brain where it 
causes a severe meningitis. 
Amphotericin B is the stan- 
dard treatment. It does not 
cure the disease but, when 
given early in the course, it 
holds it in check until the 
body can build up its own 
resistance.

indicate that a new drug, 5- 
fluorocytosine, is also effec- 
tive against this disease.

son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 
— Later In same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury.

who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins & Gates bought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 —C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
a«J the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer.
